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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

The election of species of record is maintained.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 9-11, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wilkinson et al., Houston, Robison or Petell et al. 

Applicant argues that the references do not teach that that the enzyme can be 
administered intranasally. This is not well taken since it is clear in each of the 
references that nasal administration is clearly taught. Since the references clearly teach 
the administration of the enzyme by intranasal means then it clearly would have been 
well within the purview of the skilled artisan to administer the enzyme intranasally.
